PARIS — Hon Charles Stewart,

I FANTILE. 
PARALYSIS 


‘The epidemic—if it can be called 
sich—of infantile paralysis appears to 
be on the point of subsidence in this 

province. According to news items in 
the daily press, one or more expert 
medical men have stated, ‘no doubt 
with perfect truth that infantile paral- 
ysis, in‘one form. or another is always 
with us, but appears-in a more or less 
virulent form about every four years, 
say8 an exchange. 

This is in line with the known 
tactics of other forms of disease such 
as small4pox, etc. These exist some- 
where all the time but every so often 
take on the form of an epidemic. The 
germ of infantile paralysis is said to. 
be isolated by these experts an ‘anti- 
toxin is presumably on the point of 
discovery. : 

Infantile paralysis in its virulent 
form, is a dreadful thing. Death fol- 
lows most cases and where death does 
not come, the victim is either crippled 
physically or mentally or both., There 
are many caS8es, however, where the 
attack is mild and leaves no apparent 
ill results. 

Whether a mild panic over epide- 
mics of any kind is quite justified isa 
Candidly, 'the Ob- 
server beliveg that the provincial panic 
over infantile paralysis stepped over 
the mark usually set for ‘hysterical 
stuff. We doubt if a single case of in- 
fantile paralysis wag prevented by the 
drastic measures of closing schools, 
clapping the ban on publié meetings 
and in genefal, acting as if death was 
about to meet us, or our, round the 
next corner. 

At the same time we are not criticis 
‘ing those responsible for taking such 
meaSures for the public safety. On 
the contrary we would have done ex- 
actly the same thing under the same 
circumstances whether we believed the 
action efficacious or not. There is al- 
ways a point where one’s private op- 
inion must be submerged, in’ the gen- 
eral public opinion of safety.

The deta in watais eid thresite 
ing operations occasioned by the fall 
of rain last week end will be very 
slight and with a continuance of the 
present favorable weather, work ‘will 
be resumed within a few days, accord 
,ing to reports reaching the Depart- 

ment of Agriculture, The snowfall 
Was heavier over the northern, helf of 
_, the: proyince, but sun and wind are 
rapidly drying stooks and little dam- 
age to crops in the field is anticipated 

Cutting of wheat had been practi- 
cally completed over the province by 
the middle of the past week and rapid 
progress was being made in harvest- 
ing coarse grains. Lodging hag oc- 
curred in some field’ as a result of 
the snowfall, and this will. delay the 
completion of cutting‘ in. some cases. 
A good start had been made in thresh 
ing in a number of districts and some ° 
exceptionally good yields have been re 
ported.. Most of the wheat threshed 
so far is grading No 2 and No, 3 
Northern, but. the percentage of tough 
grain being marketed is sufficient to 
jusify a warning to farmers not ‘to be 
unduly . anxious to thresh before 
stooks have dried thoroughly. 

In the south eastern part of the pro 
vince the weather ha’ been dull, but 
rain did not stop threshing and good 
progress: is being made. In ¢entral 
and northern sections work wag com- 
pletely tied up» but present indications 
point to a resumption of threshing 
operations about,. Wednesday. In the 
Grande Prairie, Peace River and. Spirit 
River districts work is expected to be 
general again by the middle of the 
present week. 

Little difficulty is reported in‘ 
curing sufficient labour to handle the 
crop and threshing machines are 
plentiful throughout the province so 
that with favorable weather little time 
will be lost in’ putting Alberta's re- 
cord crop into marketable shape.
